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CAPONE MUST STAND ANOTHER TRIAL 
HICAGO wants A1 Capone again. 
Not for good, but only 
temporarily. 
Not as an exhibit for the W orld’s Fair, but 
rather as an object lesson for those who are engaged m crim­ 
inal pursuits. 
In plain words, he is wanted to stand trial with 
twenty-three others charged with racket control of five im­ 
portant industries in that part of the country. 
Mr Capone, as most readers are aware, is now serving an 
eleven-year sentence in the Atlanta Penitentiary for income tax 
evasion. 
Neither the state nor the federal authorities have ever 
been fully satisfied with that conviction. 
They feel that Mr. 
Capone is richly entitled to the hospitality of the nation in the 
state of Georgia, hut they do not think he has been sufficient­ 
ly punished or in the right way. And, while he was guilty enough, 
thev feel that he was trapped on a technicality. 
■ Hence they wish him to he brought from his cell in At­ 
lanta and placed in the dock in a Chicago courthouse to answer 
the charge of being one of the master racketeers of America. 
It is most important that lie should he brought to trial while 
the evidence is fresh and it is possible to obtain the needed wit­ 
nesses. 
Perhaps At may find it in his heart to tell something 
about the other twenty-three defendants in the case. 
All of 
them were indicted some time ago, and everything is in readi­ 
ness to go ahead with the trial. 
The Chicago authorities have a sense of local pride, and 
they want to have the distinction of convicting one of their own 
instead of leaving all the glory to the federal government. 
If 
a jury of free men should find him guilty, he would probably he 
returned to Atlanta to serve the remainder of his federal sentence 
and then turned over to the state of Illinois to do his bit in a 


Western prison. 
\ ^ 
We are having (^uite an agitation over racketeering at pres- , 
ent. and the reappearance of Al Capone in the limelight will be J 
sure to add fuel to the flames. 
He should he tried again, and, 
if convicted, he should get the full extent of the law, even if it 
takes the remainder of his lifetime to serve out the combined 
sentences. 
No one w ill grudge the cost of keeping a man of that 
kind in captivity. 
And the same remark goes for all of the rack- 


cieers, big and little.

STOCK EXCHANGE RULES 
The governing board of the New York stock exchange wisely has 
mposed new and drastic rules to act as a curb upon unbridled stock 
.'^peculation against which there has been much protest. 
Margins, heretofore left for determination by individual brokerage 
houses, hereafter must be at least 50 per cent for accounts up to $5,000, 
and 30 per cent for larger accounts. Complete information on pools and 
syndicates must be furnished weekly. 
Customers men may not solicit 
ousiness at customers homes without written permission. 
The margin requirements of course will not save investors or spec­ 
ulators from losses. 
They will, however, discourage outright gambling 
with capital which represents only a small portion of the value of stocks 
•‘bought”; they will check the tendency to overtrade; and they will tend ! 
to prevent the pyramiding of paper profits. 
Regulation of pools and 
syndicates will make juggling more difficult, since operations will be dis­ 
approved if they tend to create “unsound values.” And pool operators 
will not find it so easy to unload on a gullible public which has been 
lured into the market. 
Taken together, the rules should make less probable such spectac­ 
ular collapses as the one recently witnessed. 
There seems to be little 
doubt that this incipient panic was brought on by pure gambling. 
Time will tell whether the new method of operation will elimin-. 
eto the practices against which so many complaints have been made. 
If voluntary action does not succeed in eliminating them, it seems a 
safe prediction that the government w'ill step in.

STERILIZE UTENSILS TO 
PREVENT MILK SOURING 
Losses to dairy farmers through 
having milk returned because of 
souring or high bacteria content can 
be largely prevented. 
Souring of milk is caused by the 
presence and action of many mil­ 
lions of bacteria Milk fresh from 
the cow contains very few bacteria, 
but samples of mhk taken from the 
cans immediately after straining or 
cooling often contain a million or 
more bacteria per cubic centimeter. 
A careful check on the source of 
those hordes ol additional bacteria, 
which seem to appear mysteriously, 
shows that in reality they come 
from milk paiis. strainers, cans, and 
coolers which have not been ade­ 
quately sterilized. Preventing bac­ 
teria from getting into the milk is 
as important as prevent their in­ 
crease through cooling the milk af­ 
terward. 
Prompt cooling of the milk and 
holding it at a low temperature are 
generally depended upon to prevent 
the increase of bacteria in milk, but 
on many farms natural facilities for 
cooling and holding milk at or be­ 
low 60 degrees fahrenheit are lack­ 
ing. On such farms the complete 
iterilizini; of all strainers and milk 
utensils will provide a substitute for 
extreme cooling and make possible 
the delivery of milk to the milk 
plant with a low bacteria count. 
To sterllze milk utensils, it is ne­ 
cessary to immerse them in water 
that is actually boiling or to subject 
them to live steam in a closed con­ 
tainer. A simple practical cabinet 
for sterilizing milk utensils is now 
on the market at a very moderate 
cost. A mUk house, a sterilizer, and 
facilities for cooling are all import­ 
ant items in dairy farm equipment. 


FIELD SELECTION HELPS TO 
CONTROL SWEET CORN WILT 
Checks made In many sections of 
Pennsylvania show that sweet corn 
wilt was severe in the 1933 crop. 
Such control practices, however, 
as crop rotation, use of resistant 
varieties, and field selection were 
found to materially reduce the se­ 
verity of the disease. 
It is estimated that the loss from 
sweet com wilt, or '^Stewart’s Dis­ 
ease,” in 1933 wUl be about two- 


thirds of that in 1932. Less disease 
was found where the crop was 
planted on ground that had not 
been used for sweet com for a num­ 
ber of years than where the ground 
was used for the same crop in pre­ 
ceding years. 
Progress was also made on sus­ 
ceptible early varieties by selecting 
seed from stalks showing no wilt. 
In one demonstration this practice 
reduced the wilt from 63 to 42 per 
cent. In view of these results, Law­ 
rence county growers, who raise the 
early maturing susceptible varieties 
of sweet com, are urged to select 
their seed now for next year’s crop 
from healthy stalks showing no 
signs of the wilt. 
Of the many varieties of early 
maturing com. Golden Early Market 
was the most severely affected, 
while all of the others were rather 
severely affected. 
Spanish Gol d 
while affected in some cases seemed 
to be the mo^t resistant of the early 
varieties. 
In the slightly later maturing 
corns Whipple’s Yellow, while mod­ 
erately affected was able to produce 
a crop not greatly reduced by the 
wilt. Of the strains bred for resist­ 
ance very little wilt was found in 
Golden Sunrise or Golden Cross 
Bantam. 


BEEKEEPEi^ WARNED TO 
WATCH THEIR BEES 
With prospects for a good buck­ 
wheat honey flow in most of the 
northern tier counties beekeepers 
should watch their colonies and give 
them plenty of space, otherwise the 
bees will become crowded and a 
large part of the honey crop lost. 
Under favorable conditions it is 
possible for a strong colony to gath­ 
er as much as 15 pounds of nectar 
in one day. Thus under favorable 
conditions it will be only a few days 
until the supers are filled. 


PROPERLY TRAINED COLT 
ESSENTIAL TO SHOWING 
Home training is essential for 
good colt showmanship. Many good 
colts have shown to a disadvantage 
or failed to place because they had 
to be dragged into the ring and 
would not show at a walk or trot, or 
because they stood with head down 


and legs spraddled when the Judge 
inspected them. 
In training a colt for the show 
ring, he should be taught early to 
lead and stand. A colt which stands, 
walks, and trots readily has a big 
advantage over the competitor of 
equal merit which sulks and fights. 
A colt worth bringing to the show 
is worth preparing for exhibit. 
Many colts come into the show 
ring with.untrimmed feet. This con­ 
dition spoils the appearance of the 
set of legs and at the same time is 
likely to injure the colt. 
Neatly 
brushed mane and tail gives the colt 
a much better appearance. 


RATPROOFING CORNCRIBS 
To ratproof new corncribs or old 
ones that have good foundations, 
stretch heavy wire netting of one 
half inch mesh around the crib to 
about 2 feet abpve the top of the 
foundation and put an 8-inch strip 
of galvanized iron just above the 
netting. 
Also carry netting and 
strip around the doors and door 
frames. A wide metal strip may be 
used instead of wire netting. 
Rats and mice sometimes cause 
the loss of a third m* fourth of the 
corn held over the winter and also 
damage cribs. If cribs are set too 
close to the ground, rats in burrow­ 
ing will pile moist earth against the 
floors, joists, and sills, causing them 
to rot.

Jehovah’s call of the child Sam­ 
uel in the temple at Shiloh is the Old 
Testiament counterpart of our Lord 
Jesus fkking the children up Into 
his arms and blessing them and say­ 
ing. “Suffer the little children to 
come unto me and forbid them not, 
for such is the kingdom of heaven ” 
It is proof of God’s ability and will­ 
ingness in every age to reveal hiim* 
self to and accomplish his will thru 
those who “become as little chil­ 
dren”. The pure in heart see God 
in every age. 
The Call of Samuel 
God’s call canw to the child Sam­ 
uel in a time of spiritual famine 
when such revelations of God were 
few and far between: “The word of 
the Lord was precious in those dayi; 
there was no open vision.” Hannah’s 
child was trained from birth to 
speak to God in prayer as she had 
done and to have a listening ear for 
the voice of God. Three times the 
voice of God caUed “Samuel”, when 
at Elils suggestion the child answer­ 
ed “Speak, Ix>rd, for they servant 
heareth”. Then came God’s revela­ 
tion of himself and of his purpose to 
"judge the house of Eli for the 
iniquity which he knew, because his 
sons did bring a curse upon them­ 
selves, and he restrained them not’\ 
This revelation, terrifying as it was, 
Samuel disclosed faithfully to Eli 
the next day; he “told him every 
whit, and hid nothing from h im .. . . 
And Samuel grew, and the Lord was 
with him, and did let none of his 
words fall to the ground. . . . And 
all Israel knew that Samuel was es­ 
tablished to be a prophet of the 
Lord.” 
... The Cmisecration of Samuel ... 
Through a long and useful career 
Samuel served in the dual capacity 
of judge and jaophet o$ seer to his 
people. His iH-ayers in behalf of the 
nation brought heaven’s deliverance 
from the needle’s ancient enemies 
the PhUisGnes: “the hand of the 
lA>rd was against the Philistines all 
the days of Samuel”. And for every 
victory Samuel gave Jehovah the 
credit as at Mizpah where he erected 
a monument he called “Elbenezer” or 
“Slone of help” whose lesson to the 
people was ever to be “Hitherto hath 
the Lord helped us”. 
The Rejection of Samuel 
Then came the day when Israel 
f 


rejected Samuel as Judge over them 
and demanded that he give them a 
king to reign over them. It was a 
bitter dlsappointinent and crushing 
grief to Samuel. But at God’s com­ 
mand he gave the people their wish 
and anointed Saul to be their king. 
And King Saul had no more faithful 
or loyal supporter than Samuel the 
deposed judge. It takes greatness of 
soul to do th a t 
But Samuel had 
learned sacrifice fr<»n Infancy when 
as a child he gave up h(Hne and 
m otl^r for the Lord’s service. His 
spirit both toward the nation that 
rejected him and toward the new 
king who supplanted him is express­ 
ed In his words of farewell to the 
nation: “God iorb|d that I should 
sin against the Lord in ceasing to 
I»ay for you.” 
Thus Samuel, like 
Christ, could “pray for them which 
despltefully use him”. 
So blame­ 
less had his life been in pubUc and 
private th at the nation’s tribute at 
his farewcU was, “Thou hast not de­ 
frauded us, nor oppessed us, neither 
hast not taken aught of m y man’s 
hand.” Thus Samuel the child and 
Samuel the aged “wore the white 
flower of a blameless life”.

OIL CODE 


R^atioiis Are 
Quite Drastic 


JohoBoa Prepares To Submit 
Code To Eoosevelt For 
Signature 


OPPOSITION FROM 
SOME OF OIL MEN 


THIRTEEN 
READY 
ACTION BY PRESIDENT

WASHINGTON. Auf. 18—Tlie 
nation’s oil industry faced fov- 
m unent 
control 
today 
with 
President Roosevelt expected to 
formally approve the drastic 
price and productioB regiilattont 
carried in the code written for 
the oil industry by National Re­ 
covery Administrator Hugh S. 
Johnson. 
Factions in the oil industry were 
given until this morning to We ob­ 
jections, with Johnson preparing to 
submit the code to the president for 
his signature late today. 
Presldeni Approves. 
When he presented the code to 
the oil Industry leaders Johnson told 
them bluntly the code w6uld be ap­ 
proved. 
President Roosevelt had 
canvassed the important provisions 
of the code before it was given to 
the oil men. 
While bitter opposition was ex­ 
pressed to some features of the code 
by the oil men, Johnson was confi­ 
dent the majority of the industry 
would accept It. 
The price and production limita­ 
tions caused Walter Teagle. head of 
the Standard Oil of New Jersey, who 
fought price fixing, to confer with 
oil men 
long distance telephone 
last night. Teagle had been called 
to New York by his wife’s illness. 
“What can we say about it—it is 
t'lC code and we g<^ our price fix­ 
ing.” said Harry P. Sinclair, who 
with officials of the Standard Oil of 
California and independents de­ 
manded this provision. 
Independent oil interests submit­ 
ted a request for changes, dealing 


particularly with the restrictions on 
new fields, the acreage plan of con­ 
trol and refining.

The code provides that for a test 
period of 90 days the president shall 
prescribe the base price of gasoline, 
and at the end of 90 days he may 
make changes. 
The formula fixes a ratio between 
the price of gasoline and mid-conti­ 
nent crude oil, which was unoffi­ 
cially estimated to have the effect 
of raising the present 54 cents a 
barrel price of crude oil to 74 cents. 
Oil men said an increase in the price 
of 
gasoline 
probably 
would 
be 
brought about In the future. 
Controlled production of crude oil 
is to be brought about by an ag^cy 
t- be set up by the president. Pro- 
ductlffli would be equitably allocated 
among the states and approved by 
the president. 
Unless BXi equitable division Is 
made within a state, the president 
may prohibit shipment of oil beyo^ 
the state line or he may prescribe 
the quotas for pools and leases. 
Shipment of oil in interstate com­ 
merce from a new field w ltho^ ^ 
proval of the president would be de­ 
clared a violation of the code. 
The nation would be divided into 
eight refining areas. 
A planning 
and coordinating committee would 
be charged with regulating refining. 
The code contains a provision re­ 
questing the president to limit the 
importation of crude oil from foreign 
fields.
